June 20, in Washington, D.C., will 
discuss whether to add five Negro members to its 
governing board and whether to expel white members 
who refuse to treat Negro patients. Both proposals were 
made by a 100- member black caucus of the A.P.A. at the 
association's meeting in Bal Harbour, Fla., early in May. 
1 he black caucus justified its demands by asserting that 
racism was “ the major health problem in this country.” 
ITU 
charge that psychiatrists discriminate among 
patients appears well founded. A 1966 survey found that 
“patients from upper social classes (were) accepted more 
often“ even by public psychiatric clinics supposedly 
serv ing only patients unable to pay. Dr. Stanley F. Voiles, 
director of the National Institute of Mental Health, told a 
Senate Appropriations subcommittee on May 2, 1968, 
that “The denial to the poor of full access to the fruits ot 
our society is nowhere clearer than in the availability ot 
mental health services -- until recently the preserve only 
of those who could afford them.” 
It is estimated that there are around (UK) black 
psychiatrists (out of a total of 22,300) in the United 
States, About half of them belong to tin* A.P.A. But Dr. 
Chester M. Pierce, chosen as chairman of the regional 
coordinators elected by the caucus, has not ruled out the 
possibility that black psychiatrists might form their own 
group.

PREJUDICE AND CHI RCH 
BELIEF DIVISION 
in the long history of tin* churches, the shepherds 
have frequently tended to go off in different directions 
from their flocks - or vice versa - but never has the 
division been as wide- spread as it si*ems to be today. 
I wo 
University 
of California 
sociologists, 
Prof. 
Charles Y. Clock and Rodney Stark, have concluded a 
five- year analysis of prejudice and church belief in the 
United States. 
A few of their findings: 
While 75 to 90 per cent of Protestant and Roman 
Catholic le ad e rs and clergy are working actively against 
racial and religious discrimination, the majority of church 
members are not only prejudiced but also deny the right 
of the chur< hes to challenge their prejudices. 
Racial 
prejudice is higher among members with 
conservative theological views and among members who 
are most active in church activities. 
1 oe traditional Christian image of man prompts such 
pe pit to blame the miseries of the disadvantaged on 
their own shortcomings. 
Half ot American Christians continue to blame the 
Jews 
for 
the 
Crucifixion, 
despite 
official 
church 
pronouncements to the contrary. 
Catholics art- a little* less prejudiced than Protestants 
and liberal Protestants art a little less prejudiced than 
conservative Protestants. 
When the churches search for support for their ethical 
teachings, they are more likely to find it among those 
who stay home on Sunday. 
The sociologists emphasize that “a great many devout 
Christians" do accept their churches’ ethical preachments 
and are trying to fight prejudice, “but when the whole 
range of Christians is examined, ethical commitment is, 
seemingly, not the typical product of religious devotion.”

For that matter, think of the claims the Jews could 
make against Germany. The mind boggles. And yet, none 
of the imaginary missions is less logical than the militants* 
petition for recovery from the churches. 
We commend to the benighted group a careful and 
thoughtful reading of American history. The churches 
were among the most active leaders in the fight against 
slavery. 
I o find them culpable now is to overlook 
documented fact.

FBI 
eavesdropping-transcripts on life 
inside the Mafia, Ralph Salerno 
again talked to a newsman. 
“ Now you see how I can say 
they might have a friend in the 
White House,” said the nation’s 
top civilian expert on the Cosa 
Nostra “ And I can say it with 
full responsibility. Look at the 
tra n sc rip ts. 
They 
talk 
of 
reaching federal judges. Look at 
other records — efforts to bribe 
mayors, governors, and federal 
officials. Organized crime just 
isn’t a network of racketeers 
digging 
into unions, 
shaking 
down 
employers 
or 
running 
bookmaking operations. It’s the 
combine’s political power, the 
inner sanctums they reach, and 
the effectiveness of the efforts 
to 
neutralize 
the

America.” 
He pointed to a section of 
the Justice Dept.’s transcripts 
recording the conversations of 
Joe (Bayonne) Zicarelli, a New

r e c o r d ? 
C o n g re s sm a n 
Gallagher, 
a 
politically influential Easterner, 
might have been picked by the 
Texan

teammate. That would have put 
the friend of Joy (Bayonne) 
Zicarelli just a heartbeat from 
the presidency. 
But even if the script did not 
twist

way, Congressman 
Gallagher 
remained 
politically 
influential. And he is symbolic 
of the coziness the combine 
enjoys in the highest “ places.” 
Let’s trace it. Zicarelli’s chief 
is Jerry Catena, one of the m ob’s

Much of this money was made in 
partnership with Abner (Longy) 
Zwillman, an investment genius 
whose trail led directly to three

understatement. He reached into

All this must wait for other 
transcripts. But for the moment 
it is sufficient to report that on 
the way up Zwillman and Catena 
got a hand, a gun, a muscle and 
millions of dollars in business 
from the late Lucky Luciano 
and Mr. A., otherwise known as 
Joe Doto, now living his final 
days — absolutely unwanted — 
in Italy. They were powers in 
the ’30s. They set the fashions. 
They created

There have been efforts to

said “ th at’s a big mark.” But the 
answer was not. 
There will be hundreds of

transcripts. We’ll all tell them as 
we see them. 
But the most vital view is 
that of Ralph Salerno who sees 
in this report on life in the Mafia 
the perversion of the essential 
decencies of life and liberty and 
democracy. 
Now is the time for all good 
men to come to the aid of their 
parties. 
Now is the time to 
implement the recommendation 
of the President’s commission on 
crime 
— 
and 
demand 
that 
Congress set up a permanent 
select committee to probe and 
probe the Cosa Nostra. 
And when there is such a 
c o m m i t t e e , 
Ralph 
Salerno 
should be — must be — its chief 
consultant. As I said earlier, he is 
a credit to his people — the 
American people. 
Or does no one really care?

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Nixon Aim: Impress Thieu 


On Urgency of Ending War 


By RAY CROMLEY 


NEA W ashington Correspondent 


W A SHING TO N (N E A ) 
Although withdrawal of 25.000 U.S. troops grabbed the 
headlines. President Nixon also had three “ behind-the- 
srenes 
reasons for meeting with South Vietnam ’s Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu on M idw ay Island. 


• Nixon wanted to convince Thieu that it is in South 
\ letnam s interest for the United States not to stay in V iet­ 
nam in force for years to come. 
Key Nixon strategists now are convinced the longer the 
I nited States remains in South Vietnam with huge num­ 
bers ot men. the more the politics, the economy and the 
culture of that country w ill be warped. The Communists 
are given a rallying cry that must in the end win them 
more converts. Past a certain point in tim e, the longer 
the I nited States stays in force, the less able the South 
\ letnamese w ill be to develop their own strength. It is like 
the man who relies so much on a crutch, he never learns 
to walk by himself. 


These American advisers rem em ber Laos, whose politi­ 
cians wouldn t co-operate and whose arm ies didn’t begin 
to fight until I S aid was cut drastically. Only then did the 
Lao realize they were on their own to sink or swim. Thev 
decided to swim. 


• Nixon wanted tg convince Thieu that tim e was running 
out. that Thieu must come up. and quickly, with some prac­ 
tical political plans for a postwar South Vietnam . 
This 
advice could best be done in face-to-face talks. In a memo- 
landum . or in messages sent through an Am erican ambas­ 
sador. this sort of talk tends to sound like an ultim atum , 
the last thing Nixon wants. 
Nixon wants Thieu to face the fact that there must be 
peace within some reasonably short period of tim e— not 
four, five or six years in the future. 


He wants Thieu to set his sights accordingly and get to 
work quickly on getting the democratic forces in South 
Vietnam ready for that peace. 
• Nixon wanted to urge Thieu in person to come up 
quickly with some sort of a practical approach, satisfactory 
to the South Vietnamese, for bringing the w ar to a satis- 
factory end 


- 
Nixon wants more progress in the negotiations. Since 
his adm inistration has decided that the political solution 
must be what the South Vietnamese want, the basic initia­ 
tive in Paris therefore depends on the South Vietnamese 
Though adm inistration officials talk blithely of U.S. nego­ 
tiations on further troop withdrawals and South Vietnamese 
talk on political solutions, the hard fact is that troop w ith­ 
drawals are so dependent on political solutions that U S 
troop negotiations in Paris can't make headway until 
T hieu s government makes progress in its approaches to 
the Viet Pong and North Vietnamese on the political m at­ 
ters 


Thieu s approach on this is somewhat leisurely by U.S. 
thinking. Nixon wants to im plant a sense of urgency in the 
mind of South Vietnam ’s president.

IMPROVED CLINCH KNOT 


The basic clinch knot with variations is an 
excellent knot for tying flies, lures and bait 
hooks to spinning lines or leaders As shown 
in the accompanying chart the Improved 
Clinch Knot retains almost all of the un 
knotted line strength Using a double strand 
or double loop through the eye merely com 
plicates tying without contributing to im 
proved line strength It is important to tie 
the Improved Clinch Knot to prevent

To tie this knot, stick the end of the

hook or swivel and make five or more 


twists around the standing part of the line 
Then thrust the end between the eye and 
the first loop, and then back through the 
big loop as shown in the sketch Hold 
on to it and pull tight Re sure to always 
cut

Don t ever try to break it 
with your hands 
Continued research in our laboratories 
has proved that greater knot strength is

This is the best knot we know of for tying Du Pont "Stren to "Stren when the 
diameters of. the two strands are approximately the same.

1. Lap the ends of the strands to be 
joined and twist one around the other, 
making at least five turns. Count the 
turns made. Place the end between 
the strands, following the arrow 


Hold the end against the turns al 
ready made, between the thumb and 
forefinger at point marked "X", to 
keep from unwinding Now wind the 
other short end around the other 
strand for the same number of turns, 
but in the opposite direction.

After finding a buyer and reporting to Fanny that 
he had done so, Fanny advised him that she had changed her mind 
about selling. Being thus fickle, Fanny found herself in a pickle. 
The broker insisted upon being paid his commission. 
"Since I found a buyer,” he said, "w hich is what I was hired to 
do, I ’m entitled to be paid.” 
“ T h at’s not so,” was Fan n y’s answer. "U nder our agreement, a 
commission was to be paid only if the sale was actually completed. 
Since I ’ve changed my mind, which is a wom an’s prerogative, 
you’re not entitled to be paid.”

PSYCHIATRY AND RACISM 
The American Psychiatric Association, at an executive 
.meeting on Friday, June 20, in Washington, D.C., will 
discuss whether to add five Negro members to its 
governing board and whether to expel white members 
who refuse to treat Negro patients. Both proposals were 
made by a 100- member black caucus of the A.P.A. at the 
association’s meeting in Bal Harbour, Fla., early in May. 
The black caucus justified its demands by asserting that 
racism was “ the major health problem in this country.” 
The charge that psychiatrists discriminate among 
patients appears well founded. A i 966 survey found that 
“patients from upper social classes (were) accepted more 
often" even 
by public psychiatric clinics supposedly 
serving only patients unable to pay. Dr. Stanley F. Yolles, 
director of the National Institute of Mental Health, told a 
Senate Appropriations subcommittee on May 2, 1968, 
that “The denial to the poor of full aeeess to the fruits of 
our society is nowhere clearer than in the availability ol 
mental health services - until recently the preserve only 
of those who could afford them." 
It is estimated that there are around 600 black 
psychiatrists (out of a total of 22,300) in the United 
States. About half of them belong to the A.P.A. But Dr. 
Chester M. Pierce, chosen as chairman of the regional 
coordinators elected by the caucus, has not ruled out the 
possibility that black psychiatrists might form their own 
group.

A few of their findings: 
While 75 to 90 per cent of Protestant and Roman 
Catholic leaders and clergy art* working actively against 
racial and religious discrimination, the majority of church 
members are not only prejudiced but also deny the right 
of the churches to challenge their prejudices. 
Racial 
prejudice is higher among members with 
conservative theological views and among members who 
are most active in church activities. 
I he traditional Christian image of man prompts such 
people to blame the miseries of the disadvantaged on 
their own shortcomings. 
Half of American Christians continue lo blame the 
Jews 
for 
the 
Crucifixion, 
despite 
official 
church 
pronouncements to the contrary. 
Catholics are a little less prejudiced than Protestants 
and liberal Protestants are a little less prejudiced than 
c o nse rv ativ e Protestan ts. 
When the churches search for support for their ethical 
teachings, they are more likely to find it among those 
who stay home on Sunday. 
The sociologists emphasize that “a great many devout 
Christians” do accept their churches’ ethical preachments 
and are trying to fight prejudice, “ but when the whole 
range of Christians is examined, ethical commitment is, 
seemingly, not the typical product of religious devotion.” 


I HE HANDOUT GAME 
II becomes more and more difficult to keep up with 
the endless stream of new groups that 
spring up 
overnight. Ad hoc committees are formed hut seldom 
disbanded. They remain in existence formally, but their 
accomplishments slowly dwindle down. 
Name any problem, no matter how small, and there 
will I*» a new group to promote or fight it. 'This group 
rises mysteriously, silently and fully formed, complete 
with membership. It’s almost as though a file were kept 
or organizations with rosters and the funds to begin. The 
group is nameless, but at the firoper time, with the 
correct issue, a name is found. The initials of the 
organization are important. Anyone can dig up a name 
for a committee if given the proper initials to work with. 
One of the last such groups is the radical faction now 
demanding reparations from the churches to repay black 
militants for the years of slavery. We had never been 
aware that the church was responsible for the cruel 
institution of slavery. 
Maybe some enterprising group of Christians should go 
to 
Italy and 
make similar demands of the Italian 
government for the slaughter of the earlv martyrs. 
Next, 
the 
Descendants 
of 
Martyred 
Evangelists 
(DOME) could go over to Israel and demand reparations 
for the crucifixion. 
For that matter, think of the c laims the Jews could 
make against Germany. The mind boggles. And yet, none 
of the imaginary missions is less logical than the militants’ 
petition for recovery from the churches. 
We commend to the benighted group a careful and 
thoughtful reading of American history. The churches 
were among the most active leadc*rs in the fight against 
slavery. To find them culpable now is to overlook 
documented fact.

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Nixon Aim: Impress Thieu 


On Urgency of Ending War

WASHINGTON <NEA> 
Although withdrawal of 25.000 U.S. troops grabbed the 
headlines. President Nixon also had three “ behind-the- 
scenes 
reasons for meeting with South V ietnam ’s P re si­ 
dent Nguyen Nan Thieu on Midway Island. 
• Nixon wanted to convince Thieu that it is in South 
\ letnam s interest for the United States not to stay in Viet­ 
nam in force for years to come. 
Key Nixon strategists now- are convinced the longer the 
I mted States remains in South Vietnam with huge n u m ­ 
bers of men. the more the politics, the economy and the 
culture of that country will be warped. The Com munists 
are given a rallying cry that must in the end win them 
more converts 
Past a certain point in time, the longer 
the I nited States stays in force, the less able the South 
\ ietnamese will be to develop their own strength. It is like 
the m an who relies so much on a crutch, he never learns 
to walk bv himself. 
These American advisers r e m e m b e r Laos, whose politi­ 
cians wouldn't co-operate and whose arm ies did n’t begin 
to fight until t S aid was cut drastically. Only then did the 
Lao realize they were on their own to sink or swim. They 
decided to swim. 
• Nixon wanted ty convince Thieu that time was running 
out. that rhieu must come up. and quickly, with some p r a c ­ 
tical political plans for a postwar South Vietnam. This 
advice could best be done in face-to-face talks. In a memo- 
randum . or in messages sent through an American a m b a s ­ 
sador. this sort of talk tends to sound like an ultimatum, 
the last thing Nixon wants. 
Nixon wants Thieu to face the fact that there must be 
peace within some reasonable short period of time—not 
four, five or six years in the future. 
lie wants Thieu to set his sights accordingly and get to 
work quickly on getting the dem ocratic forces in South 
Vietnam ready for that peace. 
• Nixon wanted to urge Thieu in person to come up 
quickly with some sort of a practical approach, satisfactory 
to the South Vietnamese, for bringing the war to a satis­ 
factory end. 
• 
Nixon wants more progress in the negotiations. Since 
his administration has decided that the political solution 
must be what the South Vietnamese want, the basic initia­ 
tive in Paris therefore depends on the South Vietnamese 
Though administration officials talk blithely of U.S. nego­ 
tiations on further troop withdrawals and South Vietnamese 
talk on political solutions, the hard fact is that troop with­ 
draw als are so dependent on political solutions that U S 
troop negotiations in Paris c a n ’t m a k e headway until 
Thieii'i» government m akes progress in its approaches to 
the Viet Cong and North Vietnamese on the political m a t ­ 
ters. 
Thieu’s approach on this Is somewhat leisurely by l .S. 
thinking. Nixon wants to implant a sense of urgency in the 
mind of South Vietnam's president.

The broker insisted upon being paid his commission. 
“ Since I found a b u y er,” he said, “ which is what I was hired to 
do, I’m entitled to be p aid .” 
“ T h a t’s not so,” was F an n y ’s answer. “ Under our agreement, a 
comm ission was to he paid only if the sale was actually completed. 
Since I’ve changed m y mind, which is a w o m an ’s prerogative, 
y o u ’re n o t entitled to be paid.”

The road runner has always 
been one of the strangest and

into Baja California and Mexico. 
Its home was on the ground, in
